Paul, 
the plaintiff, appeals from a judgment 
cancelling the contract on the ground 
that it is uncertain, unconscienable, 
void for want of mutuality and non- 
performance by the plaintiff.

s little ground for disputing either the 
aw or the essential'facts. Held, that 
the judgment is clearly right and is 
affirmed.

Police Sought to Hold Them 


While Conducting Probe of 
Recent Outrages 


Chicago, May 27.—"Big Tim" Mttr- 


phy and Fred Mader described as the 
czars in what the police term a labor 
war today were ordered released from 
jail on bonds of $75,000 each. They 
have been confined in cells for 11 days 
after their arrest and indictment for 
the murder of police Lieutenant Ter- 
rence Lyons, one of two policemen 
shot to death May 9 while investigat- 
ing bombing believed in protest of the 
Landis building trades wage award. 


The order was issued by Judge Har- 


ry Miller and ended a ten-day liti- 
tion in which the state heretofore 
a been successful in frustrating the 


efforts to release the two labor Read- 
ers. 


The habeas corpus hearing before 
Judge Miller lasted two days, the 
state being unable to present the evi- 
dence on which the men were held, 
saying that to do so would weaken 
their case when the trial came up. 
Judge Miljer held that since no evi- 
dence was presented against them he 
was compelled to exercise his power 
to release them on bail., .

Sveinbjorn Johnson, speak- 


ing before the North Dakota Law En- 
orcement League here declared that 
the laws and the law euiorcemeni 
machinery of North Dakota were am- 
ple and that the laws of the state 
could be enforced with cooperation 
betw/an all of the law enforcement 
ofiicers and machinery of the state. 


"The constables m our townships 


are inactive," declared Mr. Johnson. 
"The justices of the peace in our town 
ships are inactive; the village mar- 
shals for a large part are inactive; 
and, while the police in our cities arc 
not inactive, 
they could cooperate 


much more effciently than is the case 
now 
with 
the 
sheriff's ofice, th; 


state's attorney's office and the State 
(Licensing department. 
The burden 


of my argument is thai ft the army of- 
fic-frs, whtch t% law creates and 
which the law rc-SUCTBgBtne people of 
the state to elect every year, really 
functioned and really performed the 
duties imposed upon them by law, and 
ther part which, in our legal system 
the theory of our law requires ol 
them, In that event the laws of our 
state would be enforced more effi- 
ciently than are the laws of iany 
other state in the Union." 


•u\lr. Johnson then outlined the in- 
struction he 'believed that the states, 
attorney should give to every law en- 
forcement officer of a county before 
that officer took his oath, showing 
the power conferred upon them by the 
law and the duties of the oficer un 
der the North Dakota statute. The 
States attorney, in other words in the 
opinion of Mr. Johnson should con- 
duct a school of instruction. 


Would Change Policy 
"We have patriotic speakers tell us 


on the Fourttt, of July that we must 
respect the flag and obey the laws ol 
our country. 
We hear these same 


speakers instructing high school -M- 
uTents and the graduates of our cot 
leges and Universties at commence- 
ment time to the same end," contin 
ued Mr. Johnson. 
"But 
we never 


hear of any lecture or of any-instruc 
tion given to the men charged, under 
the law with the ditficult tas>k of en- 
forcing 'it as to their own personal re 
sponsibillty and as to their legal auth- 
ority. In this we have been remiss 
If we remedy this wrong I believe 
that a great impetus will be given to 
law enforcament and to respect for 
law, 
whfch 
will become manifest 


within a short time utter this policy 
is inaugurated. 
"To summarize my 
conclusions," 


declared Mr. Johnson after he hail 
discussed the strengthening of local 
laws and certain changing of officers 
which he thought advisable, "I be- 
lieve if we organize tho local officers-. 
out of the 
rural 
communities, the 


townships and the villages, in a gen- 
eral way as I have indicated, that we 
shall very materially raise the stand- 
ard of law enforcement in North Da- 
kota. I believe that if the state de 
partment can afford to puf a man in 
the larger cities, at least for certain 
periods of time, it will very mater- 
ially assist the local people in enforc- 
ing the sumptuary laws as to the 
pool rooms, cigarettes, snuffs and the 
sale of intoxicating liquors. 
I be- 


lieve, with full cooperation amons; the 
constables and 
the justices of the 


peace in 
the 
towusnips, the mar- 


snails in the villages, the police force 
in the cities and the shenffs's of- 
fice in the county, that good results 
can be obtained. 1 realize that there 
are communities where it pight be 
difficult aT'Tirst to elect constables 
and justices -of the peace who will 
feel some responsibility because of 
their rosition; it Is a process that 
would |equire educa|;.on and hard 
work. 
Nevertheless, 
the 
enforce- 


ment of law in such communities now 
ft probably in most cases wholly un- 
satisfactory. You cannot get juries to 
qonvict unless public sentiment backs 
die law and I believe the only way to 
fiuild up public sentimejrt, to enlight- 
en the public conscience to the ne- 
cesitya s weil as the patriotic duty 
of observing the law, is to begin at 
home.
